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The Grand Canvon has alwavs had a fascination for

me and I ’ve been down the Hermit Trail once to the river, 
the Bright Angel Trail several times, and the Grand View 
Trail to where it ended. The time of year was not 
promising and I had very little success in finding any 
ferns. On one trip in late September, after the late sum¬ 
mer rains, on the Bright Angel Trail I found Cheilanthes 
Feci, Notholaena Parryi, and Pellaea longimucronata. 
When one walks down and up those steep trails, carrying 
an increasingly heavy press, there is no leisure to search 
for these inconspicuous plants. After all, whenever I 
have come across these attractive little ferns I have been 
thrilled by their unexpected discovery, and always re¬ 
member the pleasure they gave me and the lovely places 
where they grew.
